AIDS grows among minorities

ATLANTA (AP) - Blocks and 
Hispanics accounted for nearly 
70 percent of new HIV infections 
from' July 1999 to June of this 
year, a striking change in what 
was'once known as a disease of 
gay white men, the U.S. surgeon 
general said Tuesday. 

Part of the problem is that the 
groups hardest to reach in pre- 
vention campaigns - high school 
dropouts, former inmates and 
tlm homdess - are disproportion- 
ately black and Hispanic, Dr. 
David Satcher said. 


Of an estimated 40,000 new 
infections over the 1999*2000 
period, blacks accounted for 
more than SO -percent and 
Hispanics accounted for 19 per- 
cent, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

“When the AIDS epidemic 
staned in thfs country in 1981, It 
was viewed as an epidemic of 
white gay men, and that was par- 
tially true. It is not true any- 
more," Satcher said after the 
report was issued at the U.S. 


Conference on AIDS in Atlanta. 

The CDC report’did not say 
what proportion of the new 
infections involved gay men. 

Improved access to health care 
and a renewed push to educate 
minority groups could slow the 
rate of new infections, Satcher 
said. 

The CDC suggested fewer gay 
minorities seek AIDS testing and 
treatment because homosexuali- 
ty carries a greater stigma 
among minorities than among 
whites. 


Smdy eyes prostate treatments 


Scientists track dioxin from 
-U.S. industrial smokestacks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Men 
who have their cancerous pro- 
state surgically removed exj^ri- 
cnce more urinary and sexual 
performance problems than do 
men whose cancer is treated with 
radiation, states to a new study. 

But researchers found that 
men whose prostate cancer was 
treated with beamed radiation 
were more apt to experience 
problems with bowel function. 

The study, in the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute on 
today, is the latest effort to help 
men and their doctors figure out 
which treatment is best for early 
stage prostate cancer. 


“The tokc-homc message from 
this is that patients heed to get 
information to make their deci- 
sion,” said Arnold L. Potosky, a 
National Cancer Institute 
researoher and first author of the 
study. “There is still a lot pf 
uncertainty about the survival 
advantages of the treatments, 
but there are (side effects) due to 
treatment.” 

He said there have been no 
studies providing definitive- 
answers on which method of 
treating early stage prostate can- 
cer is best for prolonging life. 
Such studies- ore under way, but 
years from conclusion.

Feds shut down incinerator 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - The 
Energy Department permanent- 
ly shut down an indnerator for_ 
low-leverf^idaciive Waste In 
eastern Idaho on Tuesday after 
state regulators gave the ^vem- 
ment 30 days to do so. 

The Waste Experimental 
Reduction Facility had been 
temporarily shut down since an 
operational problem was discov- 
ered two weeks ago after a 
range fixe threatened, but did 
not damage, the facility. 

The state Department of 
Environmental Quality issued an 
order on Tuesday requiring the 
incinerator to be permanently 
shut.down by Nov. 2 for failure 
to provide, the information need*' 
ed for the air quality permit 


required to continue operating 
the plant. 

The state had aimounced last 
-summer diat the ^rmit would 
not be issued brause the feder- . 
al government refused to spend 
the $&1 million needed to meet 
new federal standards for 
removal of mercury, add gases 
and .cancer-causing emissions 
like dioodu when contaminated 
waste like dothlng*, paper and 
plastic is.buined. 

But under the earlier operat- 
ing permit issued before the new 
standards, the facility could 
have operated into 2002 
although the Energy 
Depanmenthad~planned to mut 
it down next spring. That 
changed bn Tuesday.

Sugar beet farmers battle sweetener 


TRACY, Calif. (AP) - 
California’s sugar beet farmers, 
.who once produced a year-round 
Isupply for nine refineries scat- 
tered firom the Imperial Valley to 
'the Oregon border, are looking 
• for other crops to plant as two of 
:r.niif fim}n»s fouT remaining sugar 
[processing plants plan to close 
yiis winter. 

; Disastrously low sugar prices 
■and the rising cost of California 
land have just about killed off 
the 120-year-old industry. 

: The two latest to fail are the 
Bpreckles. plants In Woodland 
and Tracy, areas whose proximity 
to .Son Francisco and Sacramento 
have made them prime targets 

for suburban development. .The 


land rush has driven prices to 
record levels. 

“Oh, man. It’s horrible. It really 
has implications all over the 
dadgum state,” said Ben 
Goodwin, manager of the 
California Beet • Growers 
Assodadon. 

“When these two plants close, 
theirs no other place- to go. -The 
two remaining plants will have 
all the beets they need,” 
Goodwin said. 

The factories, owned by 
Imperial Sugar Inc. of Sugar 
Land, Texas, are dosing becatise 
the l^d value is greater than the 
eamin^ value of plants. The d<h 
sures will put about 580 perma- 
nent and seasonal employees out 


of work. 

“Those factories have relanve- 
ly high operating costs and so 
they coulchi’t support themselves. 
In addition, the land is very valu- 
able, so the focus was to free It up 
for sale," Imperial Sugar Vice 
President Bill Schwer said. 

The company offered to sell 
thejre£ineEies_toJ^alifornio’s 

sugar beet farmers in February, 
but so far a committee of growers 
have not been able to figure out a 
way make the operations prof- 
itable, Godwin said. If the farm- 
ers can’t come up with a way to 
buy the plants and keep them 
open, Schwer said they will stop 
processing sugar beets by the end 
of the 2000 season.

If the court soys yes, it could 
open the door to other complaints 
by giving courts the right to judge 
the actions of a religious offtcial. 


“How do' you distinguish 
between a cleric acting as a deric 
and a deric who still has dudes to 
make sure other people don’t get 
hurt unintentionally by their 
actions?" Justice Christine M. 
Durham asked during oral argu- 
ments on Monday. Lawyers for 
the church say the courts can t 
make that distinction; Franco’s 
lawyer argues they can. 

Failure to report abuse has 
haunted the Mormon church 
recently. One Salt Lake-area bish- 
op who allegedly didn’t tell police 
when a girl in his ward was 
molested faces criminal charges, 
and another had his case dis- 
missed Monday after successf^y 
orguing the incident his parish- 
ioner desoibed didn't constitute 
abuse.

The visitor map handed out at 


entrance gates contains this 
warning: “Geyser areas and hot 
springs are fragile and unstable; , 
stay on trails to protect yourself 
and park features.” 

Employees, many new'to the. 
area and unfamiliar with hot 
springs, are told of the risks, too. 

HiUphers, Montague and 
Buchi were in backcountry, 
where they could have encoun- 
tered other dangers such as 
bison or bear, Karle said. 

"You cannot' put signs next to 
every pool in Yellowstone," she 
added. ‘Tfs not appropriate for 
Yellowstone.” 

The adventurous Hulphers, 
her -father said, wouldn’t want 
that anyway.

During a ceremony at the gilt- 
columned Semper. Opera, Chirac 
honored the East German pro- 
democracy demonstrators who 
brou^t down the Berlin Wall in 
November 1989, paving the way 
for unification 11 months later. 

He and German leaders 
stressed their countries’ commit- 
ment to completing the procw 
• by bringing the ex-communist 
nations of eastern Europe into the 
western fold. .“United Germany 
has found Its place in this

The IRS allows for a miscella- 
neous deduction of 32.S cents u 
mile, Sonnett said.

Make sure you keep proper, 
records. 

■ Did you intend to sock 
money uwuy into un Education 
IRA for a child? Do it before the 
year is out. The limit is $500 per 
child per year. Education IRAs 
have to be funded by Jun. 2, 
2001, not April 15. the detidline 
for retirement IRAs. 

• Is it time to adjust your 
investment holdings? If you’ve 
had- capital gains already this 
year, advisers typically say you 
should sell off poor-performing . 
investments by the end of the ' 
year and take the losses. That 
will offset the profits and capi- 
tal gains taxes on Schedule D. 

But if you haven’t yet sold u 
gain-generating investment that 
you’ve had for five years, and 
you’re in the 15 percent tax 
bracket,-hold-off-on-taking-the — 
profit.
